Call Mistrial in 
Kernan Hearing 
Judge Bracken Rules News 
Stories Prejudiced Jury 


Lee County Circuit Court Judge Robert Bracken today declared a 


mistrial in the Robert Kernan rape case. 


The judge's action canceled Monday's afternoon-long testimony of 


19-year-old Mrs. Dcloris Whitlock, and resulted in dismissal of the jury 
and a re-scheduling of the case, which is tentatively set to be heard 
sometime in September. 


The mistrial was granted upon a! 


motion made by Kernan's.defense 
counsel. Robert Besse. In handing 
down his decision, Judge Bracken 
cited a 1945 Rockford abortion 
case (People -vs. Murawski) in 
which a Rockford newspaper print- 
ed information concerning a previ- 
ous murder indictment against the 
defendant while the abortion case 
was before the jury. 


Was Prejudicial 


Bcsse charged that the Kernan 


jury might have been prejudiced 
because of a story which appeared 
in Monday's Evening Telegraph. 


The Telegraph story contained 


a paragraph concerning a previous 
rape conviction against Kernan 
while he was a member of the 
armed forces. 


The story also contained infor- 


mation that Kernan 
was later 


cleared of the charge by a high 
army appeals board. This informa- 
tion was a re-write, of a previous 
story, carried by The Telegraph 
last November.

most formidable experience 


fiom nine countries, photographers 
and American television represen- 
tatives, the heroic nurse in her 
first mass interview calmly and 
simply said: 


"I only did my duty." 
She asserted the most "danger- 


ous and dramatic moment" of the 
long, savage battle for the French 
Union fortress in northwestern In- 
dochina's jungles came on the 
night of March 30-31. 


"It was then that the Vielminh 


hurled over thousands of mortars 
and heavy artillery projectiles and 
there were hundreds of French 
wounded and so many dying. 


To me it was so dramatic and 


tragic, for so many of the wounded 
had to wait for so many hours In 
line in the underground bunkers in 
terrible pain before I could help 
them." 


The blue-eyed. 29-year-old nurse 


arrived in Hanoi Monday after be 
ing released from the captured 
bastion 
by her 
Communist-led 


captors. 


She said §he planned to return 


to her home in Paris "within a 
few days to see my family and for 
a rest." 


Lt. De Galard lived in a tiny, 


rain-filled dugout. She said she 
had little sleep-sometimes only an 
hour a night. 


With each terrific barrage there 


were new problems as to how-the 
wounded could be cared for. 


"They had to be shifted from 


place to place the best we could, 
laying them on stretchers when 
they were available, or on the wet 
or damp ground until some better 
place could be found. 


How we ever managed to care 


for the increasing numbers of 
wounded was in Itself a miracle. 


"I think we saved the maxi 


mum number of lives. We had not 
enough blood plasma." 


The young nurse already has re- 


ceived high honors for her her- 
oism at Dlen Bien Phu. Gen. De 
Castries pinned two of France's 
most cherished medals on her dur 
ing the height of the battle. Other 
countries also bestowed their hon 
or*. 


The French have airlifted a lota 


of 572 of the wounded from Dien 
Bio Phu. This left 313 yet to be 
removed. With good weather, the 
French expect to complete the op- 
eration by Thursday night.

Wheat Buyers 
Warned of 
'54 Purchases 


Each person who buys wheat 


from a producer during 1954-55 is 
liable for the amount'of the mar- 
keting quota penalty due on "ex- 
cess1 wheat of the 1954 crop, the 
state agricultural stabilization and 
conservation committee pointed out 
tpday. Since marketing quotas are 
in effect for the 1954 crop, farm- 
ers who do not comply with their 
farm wheat acreage allotments 
(or permitted acreage) become 
subject to a lieu on their crop un- 
til the marketing quota penalty is 
paid. 


"When anyone purchases wheat 


from a producer, he should be cer- 
tain that such producer is eligible 
to sell his wheat. He should, there- 
fore, request the producer to pre- 
sent a wheat marketing card or 
marketing certificate at the time 
the wheat is offered for sale." 


"Failure to present a marketing 


card or certificate at the time of 
sale will be evidence that the wheat 
is not clear of Hen. for the penalty, 
and the buyer will be held respon- 
sible for the lien the same as he 
would be 1'or purchasing wheat 
with any other lien attached." 


The buyer, may. however, pro- 


tect himself by deducting the pen- 
alty from the price paid for any 
wheat he purchases and for which 
the producer cannot furnish a mar- 
keting card or marketing .certifi- 
cate. He also has the same type 
of protection in purchasing wheat 
from an "intermediate buyer." 


Those 
buyers 
who 
purchase 


wheat from anyone other than a 
producer or intermediate buyer 
will not be held responsible since 
the first purchaser of the wheat is 
liable for the total amount of the 
penalty unless a marketing card, 
a marketing certificate, or an in 
termcdiate buyer's record and re- 
port showing satisfaction of the 
penalty is presented at the time of" 
purchase.

In Most States 


ClipJPoultry Range 
For Best Results 


URBANA—Pullets will make the 


best use of range this summer if 
you keep it clipped. 


Don J. Bray, extension poultry 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
pullets are too small to make the 
best use of range pasture while the 
grass is short and young. 


Unless you clip the pasture, the 


grass may get too tough and tall 
for the pullets to make the best 
use of it when they arc older and 
larger. 


Clipping keeps young sprouts 


coming along that pullets will cat. 
Eating grass saves expensive sup- 
plement at the feed trough. 


As your pullets grow older, they 


will n^cd more feed and water. 
Bray reminds. If your birds seem 
the least bit crowded around feed- 
ers or watcrers at any time durinp 
the day, get more equipment and 
give the pullets some extra space 
for eating and drinking. 


URBANA—Rains that soaked the 


dry soils in most of this state this 
spring have raised the supply of 
soil moisture to normal or near 
normal. That's welcome news for 
many farmers who were plagued 
by drought conditions in 1953. 


Arnold Klute. soil physics spe- 


cialist at the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture, says the 
rains have been rather spotty and 
some local areas may 
still be 


short of moisture. 


The supply of soil moisture has 


been of great concern since the 
1953 growing season. Rainfall then 
was below normal, and the crops 
took up all the available moisture 
in the upper layers of soil. 


The fall and winter months also 


were short of moisture. A survey 
made In January showed that 
much of the soil remained dry. In 
normal years the supply of soil 
moisture is restored by January. 


A second survey made in March 


showed that most areas had re- 
reived enough rain to build up or 
"recharge" the supply of soil mois- 
ture 
But some areas in south- 


central and western Illinois were 
still short of moisture. Those were 
areas where the drought was most 
severe. 


Klute believes there will be no 


serious soil moisture problems this 
year if the normal amount of rain 
falls during the growing season. 


The weed with the bright yellow 


blossoms in pastures and along 
roadsides has been identified as 
yellow rocket. Don.Lyons tells us 
that in Wisconsin it had become 
a very serious problem when he 
was living there.

URBANA—Pruning shrubs Is a 


simple task that anyone can do. 
And right after they bloom is the 
best time to do it—especially the 
shrubs that produce flowers on 
old wood.

Set '54 Penalty for 
Lee Excess Wheat 


The Marketing quota penalty on 


"excess" wheat of the 1954 crop 
is $1.12 a bushel, the County Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Committee, announced 
today. 


The rate is uniform throughout 


the country and. as dlrectctd un- 
der law. represents -15 per cent 
of the wheat parity price as of 
May 1. 1954. 


Farmers who do not comply 


with their wheat acreage •allot- 
ments are subject to marketing 
quota penalty provisions on their 
"excess" wheat except that there 
is no "excess" wheat on any farm 
with a wheat acreage of 15 or less. 
Their wheat crop also is ineligible 
for Government price supports if 
the wheat acreage is in excess of 
the wheat allotment acreage. 


The first buyer of the'wheat be- 


comes liable for the penalty If the 
farmer at the time of marketing is 
not able to present n wheat mar- 
keting card or wheat marketing 
certificate as evidence that his 
crop is penalty-free. 
In such a 


ase. the buyer should collect the 
>enalty and transmit it within 15 
lays to the treasurer of the Conn- 
y ASC Committee for the county 
n which the wheat was produced. 


Launch School 
Milk Program 


URBANA — A state-wide pro- 


gram 1ms been launched in Illinois 
to encourage the consumption of 
more milk in .schools. 


The program is under the direc- 


tion of a committee headed by 
R. \V. Bartlctt. dairy marketing 
economist at the Univeisily of Illi- 
nois/Collcge of Agilcul.urc. 


Basis for ilie campaign is a 


county-by-counly survey of 
the 


amount of milk used in schools un- 
der the federal-state school lunch 
program. Already -surveys of ten 
counties have been completed, and 
Information h.is been gathered in 
46. 


These sui veys show, Bartlclt re- 


ports. Unit only about half of the 
schools serve milk under the fed- 
eral-state school lunch program. 
Average milk consumption per pu- 
pil is about a'Bcvonth of a pint a 
day compared with at least half a 
.pint a day which nutritionists think 
every child needs while at school. 


The state na& been divided into 


four areas of about equal size. 
Ccch will be responsible for 23 
counties in UIP Chicago mlikshed, 
juid Mra. Harrington will bo re- 


sponsible for 27 counties in the St. 
Louis milkshed. The ADA will be 
responsible for the rest of the state, 
which has been divided into two 
areas, central and southern. 


Th'e program will be carried out 


in each county under tfie direction 
of a county committee which will 
work with a committee for each 
school. The main activity of these' 
committees will be to acquaint 
paienls with Mie nutritional needs 
of school children, the results of 
the surveys showing how much 
milk each child is getth.g at school 
md ways of increasing consump- 
ion of milk HI school. 


Awards will be made to the 


school in each area that has in- 
creased milk consumption most be- 
.ween January 1954 and January 
1955. The school having the best 
ccord from this group will be 
given a state award.

We Ought to Use More Care in 


Applying Catchall Labels 


Most of u« are pretty well aware today that we too often 


.utatitnte label-pinning for hard thinking about issues and 
men 
pS-hapIlhowever, we are not sufficiently conscious 


of how frequently we employ one particular; 
In its original European context, tne 


-that portion of a legislative chamber covering thosei pohttcd 
parties which espoused principles grading from moderate 
socialism to the extremes of Communist radicalism 
The 
Sr embraced parties ranging in principle from liberal 
capitalism to the extreme^ of state^capitalism called fascism. 


As the Europeans used the term "leftist," it appeared 


to be largely a descriptive designation, and a! pretty general 
one at that. Certainly it was not intended to be a term of 
scornful reproach, since in'European politics it is just as re- 
spectable to be a Socialist as to be. say. a liberal capitalist. 


As drawn into the American political terminology, 


though the word "leftist" came to have a different connota- 
tion 
It was meant to describe pure Socialists and Commu- 


nists Liberal Democrats and liberal Republicans were felt 
to be in the moderate center, with some other minor groups 
on the border between center and left. 


More than this, the word in America was many times 


used as a derisive epithet. Since by definition a leftist 
espoused another form of government, he was to that extent 
"un-American." 
. 


But since the rise of the New and Fair Deals and the 


growth of the great Russian Communist menace to global 
proportions, we in America have steadily expanded the terri- 
tory taken in by the term "leftist." 


Today it is often applied loosely to all liberals of either 


major party. And often, indeed, it is attached even to mod- 
erate conservatives who feel themselves quite devoted to 
capitalist democracy, but choose to differ from more con- 
firmed conservatives at some points. Even the late Senator 
Taft earned the epithet when he put his name to a public 
housing bill in 1949 and earlier. 


So a word which one time had a very specific meaning 


for America at least has today become a sort of catch-all epi- 
thet that may be hurled at anyone who is not either an ex- 
treme or a confirmed conservative. It is a tar-brush word, 
and we are daubing it around pretty carelessly in these 
times. 


If we are going to label so many Americans "leftists," 


then it would seem perfectly fair to dub the rest of our classi- 
fiable citizenry as "rightists." 


As it stands, the impression is abroad that there are 


good Americans and then there are "leftists," who unhap- 
pily seem to be a larger and larger share of the politically 
mature population. 


Of course, it isn't really like that. And we either ought 


to stop slapping the tar about or daub a comparable label 
on everybody.

Victim's Spirit and Ambition 
Important in Treating Polio

The first step m the care or treat- 


ment of polio victims after the 
acutfl illness is over in to make 
sure that pain is relieved and the 
relaxation of muscle tightness is 
speeded. 


Until this is done, proper motion 


of the involved pait, usually arm 
or leg, is impossible. The Use of 
intelligently prescribed sedatives, 
heat, passive motion and especially 
the passage of time all work to- 
ward this end. 


* • • 


Stimulating muscular movements 


must be carried out with great 
care. Several measures, including 
massage, may be necessary. Once 
the plan of action has been decided 
upon it is possible to proceed with 
the vanous measuies necessary to 
bnng about the greatest possible 
degree of muscular reccvei-y. 


Muscle strength is obtained by 


increasing the amount of activity 
gradually. Exercises under water 
helps enormouhly. The water sup- 
ports the limbs so that they can be 
moved wrh less effort 'nan is nec- 


essary in the .Mr. 


Walking should be begun raie- 


fully and gradually. Sometimes 
support wilh braces is advisable. 
In 
mild 
rases, 
restoring 
Ihe 


muscles may lane only a few 
weeks, but, in severe ones it takes 
much longer. The improvemenl 
often continues for a very long 
time. 


Surgery, such ns the lengthening 


of a tendon, may be desirable. Spe- 
cial kinds of apparatus can be 
used. The t>aticnl may be taught to 
develop new motions which really 
mean the substitution of one mus- 
cular group for anoihcr.

In all of these steps, paiience, 


care and bkill are important. The 
results are rewarding because most 
of those who have been crippled 
can be greatly improved and even- 
tually learn to take part in many 
physical activities. 


The spirit and ambition of the 


patient, have murh to do with Ihe 
degre* of eventual improvement. 
In these respects many victims of 
polio are lessons to all of us.

NEW YORK—E. V. Durling recently wondered whether the Mamie 


O'Rourke of the Sidewalks of New York ever existed. 


The answer is Yes and I may state that I danced with her at a 


ball, or racket, as such galas were called, at Tammany Hall, about 
920. 
Mamie was Mrs. Diamond Dan O'Rourke, whose husband had 


been a manager of Jim Jeffries early,in Jeff's career. Dan was an 
enormous man with the voice of a bull but altogether a kind soul 
with a quaint taste in humanity, expressed in the 
peculiar character of the clientele of his saloon at 
'earl and Park Row. The neighborhood recently 
emerged into Ihe sun as the old "L" down to the 
World building and Brooklyn bridge came down. 


That clientele was largely composed of profes- 


sional beggars with a quaint line of specialties. 
Some would soap their eyelids to effect a lachry- 
mose appearance; some would bandage a foot and 
sprinkle the bandage with red ink. They were just 
low-down, dirty, ignorant derelicts. 
They would 


gather at Dan's before and after business hours 
and Dan used to let the pennies accumulate in a 
w««tbrook r«:ri« 


cigar box or cookie jar and then sell them lo the bank by weight. Mrs. 
O'Rourke was a Tammany precinct captain, a loyal lieutenant of Al 
Smith and Tom Foley and a very likeable person. 


Walter Davenport, of Collier's, then of the- New York Sun. used 


to write wonderful Monday morning stories for Page One about the 
feats of one Ludwig Consume, a champion eater, who would under- 
take to eat more than any challenger for a side bet of $100. He 
claimed to have eaten 6 dozen doughnuts without a cup of coffee. 
This idea was a survival of a craze which used to pack the old Madi- 
son Square Garden. There had been oyster-opening contests, oyster- 
eating contesls, and go-as-you-please races, which were parent to the 
dance-marathon or walkathon of the 'Twenlies and 'Thirties. Daven- 
port would hoke up solemn interviews with Ludwig Consumo about 
his feats at a rather indistinct restaurant at Coney Island. Then one 
day he printed a picture of Ludwig and I recognized my friend, Joe 
O'Rourke, a son of Dan and Mamie. 


There was a plaintive, harmless 


little man hanging around named 
Jeff Davis who called himself King 
of the Hoboes. He had wangled a 
badge and took me wilh him on 
trips along Ihe Bowery inspccllng 
flops and Chinese lodging houses 
and even two lodging houses for 
old women employed cleaning spit- 
toons In office buildings at night. 
One of these had been endowed 
by a sislcr of Stanford White.

Charlie told me lie had hit upon 


the lyric in a flash of sheer inspi- 
ration RS he wobbled home from a 
steak party nt Charlie Murphy's 
old Anawanda club. His heels 
were coming down hard on the 
sidewalks of New York and when 
he was undressing he called to 
Mrs. Lawlor, "Mama, I think I 
have got an idea for a gieat song." 
Mrs. Lawlor told him to shut up 
and get into bed. Nevertheless he 
jotled Ihe idea down and Uiat was 
the way of it. Of course, Mamie 
O'Rourke had danced in Tammany 
Hall, for she was a belle of the 
set. but it is unlikely that she ever 
danced on the sidewalks, i I sus- 
pect that Charlie wrote her into 
the lyric only because, given a 
little license, her name rhymed 
with "New York." 


The old saloon still stands with 


Diamond Dan's name over the 
front in tarnished gold letters. 
There is a religious mission with 
an illuminated glass cross next 
door. 
I don't see any trace of 


Nigger Mike Sailer's, where Irv- 
ing Berlin played piano, or Me- 
Gurk's Palm Garden, known as 
Suicide Hall because a number of 
unfortunate girls elected to end 
it all there. The removal of the 
"L" has let the light in, but the 
dirty old buildings seem to have 
lost all identify with the passing 
of the vears.

V. S. Switches 
Military Cash 
To Foil Forgers 


FRANKFURT. Germany—>M—The 


U. S. Department of Defense today 
issued a global order changing Its 
military 
currency 
and said the 


conversion was "a surprise move 
aimed at counterfeiters." 


An Army announcement gave no 


details of the counterfeiting. 


The order includes all U. S. mili- 


tary personnel In the Far Eastern 
Command, Germany, Austria, Tri- 
este, France, Britain. Greece, Mo- 
rocco. Tripoli, Yugoslavia, Ice- 
land and Belgium. 


The move affected a half million 


Americans in Europe, who were 
suddenly notified to turn in their 
old military script by noon today 
(7 a. m. CST.) 


The Army said the issuance of 


new script, of a different color, 
was expected to be completed'by 
noon Wednesday. 


Script is the paper equivalent of 


greenbacks, SO cent pieces, quar- 
ters, dimes and nickels. It is used 
by U. S. military personnel in all 
post exchanges and recreation cen- 
ters abroad. 
There is no paper 


equivalent for the penny and the 
real thing is used. 


Personnel who turned in script 


today were given receipts and told 
to return Wednesday for reim- 
bursement. 


Today's action was the fourth 


conversion of military script since 
1916. 


Black market operators are not 


eligible to exchange their script. 
Such black market operations, at 
least in Germany, have dwindled 
to a trickle.

SPRINGFIELD, III, l,T>— A com- 


mittee of 16 lawyers and judges 
was set up today to study the Illi- 
nois criminal code with a view to 
ironing out 
Inconsistencies 
and 


remedying defects. 


The group wns established nt the 


suggestion of the state supreme 
court and appointed jointly by 
Presidents T. I. McKnight of the 
Illinois State Bar Assn. nnd John 
J. Yowell of the Chicago Bar Assn. 


Revisions recommended would 


require approval of the legislature 
to become effective. 


The announcement said the basic 


provisions of the criminal codn 
date from the pioneer days of the 
slate. 


Because of changed social nnd 


economic conditions nnd the Inck 
of K thorough going overhaul, the 
code has come to operate unfairly 
on defendants in some cases and 
to hamper effective prosecution in 
others, it added.

Vote Doctors 
Out of Social 
Security Plan 


WASHINGTON W— The house 


ways and means committee re- 
versed itself today and decided 
against bringing an estimated ISO,- 
000 medical doctors and interns 
nto the social security program. 


The 15-10 vote removing the doc- 


tors came on a motion by Rep. 
Jenkins (R-Ohio) as the commit- 
tee started section-by-section final 
voting on provisions of a bill to 
broaden social security coverage 
and benefits. All the section previ- 
ously had been approved 
tenta- 


tively. 


In another reversal, the com- 


mittee voted 22 to 2 to keep muni- 
cipal firemen and policemen out of 
the social security system. Previ- 
ously it had voted to give an esti- 
mated 270,000 police and firemen 
the option of coming into the pro- 
gram. 


The American Medical Assn. had 


opposed the original action includ- 
ing the doctors. 


The bill, embodying changes rec- 


ommended by President Eisenhow- 
er and including larger annual pay- 
ments by employers and workers- 
is scheduled for house action next 
week. 


It would bring into the social

My greatest shot was made at 


Spring Mill in Philadelphia during 
the 1939 United States Open cham- 
pionship. 


It was made on the 18th hole, 


the 72nd of the tournament. 


It came after Sam Snoad had 


registered, on the same hole, the 
ruinous 8 which cost him the title. 


After a great drive, I was faced 


with a brassie shot of about 260 
yards to a very narrow opening 
to the green, one which probably 
did not measure more than 15 
yards. 


The distance was so great that 


I could not play a carry shot to the 
green. 
• I had to play short to roll 
through the opening. 


I required a 4 to tie Byron Nel- 


son at 28-J. 


After waiting 15 minutes for the 


crowd to clear, I played a straight 
bra^sic shot which went directly 
through the center of the narrow 
opening and rolled 13 feet short of 
the cup. 


I missed the putt for an eagle a 


which would have won the tourna- 
ment outright, but at least I had 
achieved one of my greatest thrills 
in hitting a fine shot when it really 
counted.

DETROIT Ofr-.Unlfici.tion of the 


three factions of the Presbyterian 
Church faces isolated but violent 
opposition in the South, a Southern 
minister maintains. 


Th» Rev. Alberr J. Klssling, of 


Jacksonville, Fla., made the state- 
ment Monday night in Detroit be- 
fore the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America—the Northern 
group. 
Rev. Kissling, a fraternal dele- 


gate from thb Southern group— 
the Presbyterian Chutch in the 
United States—said some church 
leaders in the South are "violently 
opposed" to a merger. 


The general assembly, meeting 


In Detroit, last week approved 
merger of the Southern and North- 
ern groups and the United Pres- 
byterian Church of Nonh America. 


Rev, Kisslir.<;. pastor of River- 


side Presbytenan chuirti in Jack- 
sonville, said he believes, how- 
ever, the Southern group will over- 
ride opposition and vote over- 
whelmingly for the merger. 


The union must be approved by 


three-fourths of the. presbyteries of 
all three groups. 


The Presbyterian Church in the 


United States of America is the 
largest of the three groups with 
approximately 
2 
l,-i million mem- 


bers. The Soutncm group, formed 
as a result of the Civil War. has 
about 750,000 nnd the United Pres 
bytenan Chuich, about 220.000. 


Although the northern boundary 


of Indochina touches the Tropic of 
Cancer, the area itself extends 1,- 
000 miles into the tropics.

ng its ban on segregauon to col- 
eges and city-owned theaters and 
ow-cost housuig.

stand a lower federal court deci- 
sion that Negroes must be permit- 
ed to play on public golf links 
in Houston, Tex., but can be seg- 
egated.

Court Opinion 
« 


In its May 17 public school opin- 


on the court said: "We conclude 
that in the field of public educa- 
ion the doctrine of 'separate but 
equal' has no place. Separate edu- 
cational facilities are 
inherently 


unequal." 


The decision was revolutionary 


n a social sense. For the first 
time in 58 years the court said 
segregation is unlawful because it 
deprives Negro children of equal 
opportunity. 


In 1896 the Supreme Court had 


said segregation itself was all right 
so long as Negroes got treatment 
equal to that given whites. Until 
now succeeding courts went along 
with the separate-but-equal doc- 
trine.'None banned segregation. 


But the court traditionally nevei 


says its opinion in one case ap- 
plies to this, that or the other kind 
of case. It waits until other sim- 
ilar or related cases come before 
it. 


question Arista 


For that reason, when the court 


said segregation must end in pub- 
lic schools but said nothing about 
segregation being unlawful any- 
here else, this question naturally 
arose: 


Will the court now say aegrega- 


tion must also end in colleges and 
other places supported by public 
funds, such as hospitals, bathing 
beaches, city-owned theaters and 
housing? 


There was no way of knowing 


until cases in those fields reached 
the court. But the court was con- 
sidering some of them when It 
gave its May 17 opinion. Mon- 
day the court acted on some. 


Lower courts, in effect, had up- 


held months ago the barring of 
Negroes from the University of 
Florida, Louisiana State Univers- 
ity 
and 
a 
municipally 
owned 


theater in Louisville, Ky. 


Does this mean Negroes-must 


now be admitted to tax-supported 
colleges and to City-owned thea- 
ters? It would seem so from the 
Supreme Court's advice to the 
lower courts to re-examine their 
thinking on segregation. 


NcciN Clarification 


But. since the court didn't say 


so. the final answer will have to 
wait for future clarification. 


The 
Court 
Monday 
handled 


three other cases dealing; with seg- 
regation. And in them, too, future 
clarification may be needed be- 
fore it is clear how far the court 
intends to go. 


In one, a lower court banned 


segregation in low-cost housing in 
San Francisco. In a second a lower 
court banned segregation in a ju- 
nior college at Wichita Falls. Tex. 


The Supreme Court let both the 


lower court decisions stand. 


But the third case was a puzzler. 


This was the case of Houston, 
which had barred Negroes from 
the public golf links. A lower court 
held that, although Nesjroes must 
be permitted to play on those 
links, they can be segregated. It 
laid down no firm rules. 


The Supreme Court let that de- 


cision stand. So while in the other 
cases the high court seemed to b« 
turning thumbs down on segrega- 
tion, in Houston it let a segrega- 
tion ruling of the lower court go 
undisturbed.

jittery three months ago. 


Buslnesxmen here think the bot- 


tom'was touched in the early days 
of this month. True, they look for 
a fairly quiet summer. But they

ment and the cost of living, both 
of which are up here—New York 
City Just now is going counter to 
the national trend.

Slower Docllnr 


In still others-like foreign trade 


and investment and bank loans, 
where the decline is noticeably 
slower — New Yorkers like to 
think their town is the bellwether. 
Unemployment continued to rise in 
April in New York City—largely 
due to the Ills of the garment and 
textile trades. 


But here, too. New Yorkers now 


think they've seen the \»orst. The

Worth Street cotton merchants cite 
the recent flurry of orders for 
third and fourth q u a r t e r de- 
liveries of cotton prints and broad- 
cloths as offering the hope at least 
that the textile industry may at 
last nmy 't>c working itself out of 
Its long downward cycle.' 


CoNtn High 


It still costs plenty to live here. 


While the government's cost of 
living index. dropped -slightly for 
the nation in its current report, 
the Index for New York City rose 
slightly, because food prices and 
medical car* costs rose. Even so. 
Gothamites note their index is still 
slightly below the national aver- 
age, so there must be' more expen- 
sive places. 


The year-long dip in manufactur- 


ing activity apparently hasn't af- 
fected one of the. city's habits.
